WASHINGTON, D. C., June 20.—Secre- 


tailcs Bayard and Manning arc ib con- 
sultation upon the subject of extensive 
and important changes in the instruc- 
tions to consular ollieers regarding ralua- 
tions of importations from the ports at 
which they are .stationed to the United 
States, the signing of invoices, etc. Tbo 
Secretaries take the ground tbat the con- 
sular service is no less Important In pro- 
tecting the revenues ot this country than 
is the customs service, so called, and that 
a foreign representative has no higher 
function than to guard against frauds 
upon the revenue of this country, by un- 
dor-valuations ana other customs abuses. 


The present iustructious direct Con- 


sular ollicers to ceilily to the correctness 
of invoices, and then to report by letter 
or by telegraph if they believe the in- 
voice" to be incorrect. Tbe result of this 
practice is that the sworn and sealed 
statement of the Consul as to the ac- 
curacy of the invoice is accepted and his 
informal and unsworn statement of fraud 
dissipated. 
Secretary Bayard believes 


that tbe present regulations invite con- 
stant violations of tbe law, making it a 
penal 
offence for consular officers to 


cettify to invoices which tbcy believe to 
be inaccurate. The new regulations will 
levorse the present instructions. 


Another movement now being made is 


wit1! a view to securing an arrangement 
with all the leading commercial powers, 
.y which consular officers may be enabled 
o administer oaths which will be Muti- 
ng under the laws of the country In 
vhich tbey arc taken. Such an arrange- 
ueiit i.s iu force wltb Great Hrltaiu, but 
vvltb no other foreign power.

THE TENKIS. 


A Slo^nlar Meteorologlral Phenomenon or 


tho.Stiortu* oUtho CaeplAoSea. 


The winters on the eastern shores o^ 


tho Caspian Sea aro generally mild, 
.and oven during tbo severest portions 
of tiio year—toward the cud of Fobni- 
itry—the anow rarely lies on 
tho 


ground very long at a time. 
Bui 


about twice a month they aro apt to 
have sudden and violent storms from 
tho westward, somewhat resembling 
onr Western cyclones. This Caspian 
etorni is called tho tenJds, and is thua 
described by a recent traveler wto 
spent a winter nt Oumush Tope, when 
he experienced its effects: 


"Tho first time I witnessed ouo I was 


excc-aiively pu/./lutl to understand thi; 
.movements of the inhabitants imnir- 
diatoly before tho storm struck tho 
'village. It was about two oVIork iu 
thu afternoon; tho sun was shining 
,brightly, and the sky was without a 
icloud. All at once 1 observed persons 
•pointing hurriedly toward tho distant 
CiLipian hori/.on, where a thin, \vhiti-, 
jaffj^td lino of living mist was percep- 
tible, which rose higher and highor atj 
enrh inomont, approaching us witL 
rapid pact'. 


••In tho villago itself tho wind was 


blowing from an opposite direction, 
and thu mist-clouds aloti"; tho Elburz 
ransje were movinfj toward the west, 
while the advancing BCtul wits still so 
•xet'y indistinct as to Ixi unobservablc 
hy tho unaccustomed t'ye. 
I saw men 


anil women in frantic liasto. Jlinffing 
.ropes over tho tops of tho kibiJttas, and 
lashing tho opposite cxtrrmitios to 
stout wooden jii'jrs lirinly embedded in 
the ground clo.-o to the wall ot tho 
dwelling. 


"In Iho meantime, within my resi- 


dence, old Ooiirdi, nmt(erin<r prayers 
in most anxious tones, was propping 
iii.s boat-hook anrl .several other poles 
ot equal hi/.e iiijainst the spring of tho 
dome, and planthwj tho lower ono 
lirn)ly in the ground. 1 could mako 
neither head nor tail of all these prep- 
arations, and was still more confound- 
ed and amazed by seeing all the women 
of the community rushing to tho bank 
of tho river, some carrying a pitcher 
in each hand, others with enormous 
singlo ones strapped upon their ba'-ks. 
These, with fevorUh ha-sle, they hlled 
with water, and hurrying with lliem to 
their houses, again i.ssiied lortli with 
other vessels fora fresh supply. 


"Kverv one was too busily engaged 


to give mtf any further answer to my 
demands as to what it all meant, than 
lo exclaim: 
" 'The trnfris! the (V:«Ws/' 
"Ify this lime tin: jagged white mist 


had risen high abovo tho horizon, and 
was rapidly veiling tho western sky. 
Flocks of M-a-gulls and other aquatic 
birds 
Hew iiiUtnd, 
sero-uming 
and 


shrieking loudly. 
ICro long I saw that 


tho clouds along the mountain ceased 
their westward movement, staggered, 
reeled, and ultimately partook of the 
movement of 
tho advancing scud. 


Great .sand-clouds' came whirling to- 
ward u-i from the beach, and in an- 
other instant the storm burst upon ns, 
accompanied by a tremendous down- 
pour of rain. 
"The ki'jMa into which 1 rushed I'oi

The 
westerly edge was lifted some, inches 
from the ground with each fresh gust,
